Reflecting their regional roots, 
the songs chosen for "AMERICA 
SINGS" were selected for their 
comical and light-hearted qualities. 

In a little over a quarter century, 
WED(an acronym for Walter Elias 
Disney) Enterprises "Imagineers" 
have nurtured the development of 
audio-animatronics from a Kitty Hawk 
beginning to the Space Age, culminat- 
ing in the sophisticated computer 


control system used today in 
"AMERICA SINGS!' It's all done 
through perforated paper rolls and an 
early cam and lever principle which 
evolved to a hydraulic and pneumatic 
system used in the 1960's. Programmed 
into a 1" magnetic tape are the cues 
for all of the lighting, staging, music 
and movement that the audience may 
or may not have time to perceive — 
strobe lighting effects, rising plat- 
forms, character movements in per- 
fect synchronization to the music

exuding from every pore of the 
theater, stage and performers . . . 
and more. 

The versatility of the audio- 
animatronic system is revealed in the 
very subtle to the overtly dramatic 
displays of sound, lighting and move- 
ment in each act. In the Old West 
sequence, movement is as bold as the 
two characters pumping a handcar 
across a desert railroad track and 
also as inconspicuously natural as 
an eye blinking or a tail swishing. 

The lighting is attimes vividly theatri- 
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cal . . . as in a golden afternoon sky's 
metamorphosis into a magenta-blue 
night, and then, at other times, as 
humble as a flicker of a lantern's 
flame. Sound reverberates with the 
splintering crash of a train collision, 
and can, in an instant, segue to a tiny 
chirp of a night cricket. All three 
elements are meticulously orches- 
trated into a performance of tech- 
nical and visual brilliance made 
possible by the instrument of audio- 
animatronics utilized to its maximum

capabilities by the WED pool of 
creative thinkers. 

Far more important, however, 
than the complexity of this mirac- 
ulous system is the creation of a 
thoroughly entertaining environment. 
And the 40 tunes on revue succeed 
in making it a sing-along, hand- 
clapping, toe-tapping experience, as 
if the audience, too, is programmed 
to respond to the craziest bunch of 
characters that ever celebrated the 
musical heritage of a country and its 
people ... in "AMERICA SINGS" V 













"A living blueprint of the future" is what Walt

Flame or fortune! That's the 
choice that faces Max Devlin, a minor 
league sinner who locks horns with 
the devil and his disciples in Walt 
Disney Productions' hot new comedy 
fantasy, "The Devil and Max Devlin!' 
Max does some serious soul searching 
as he races against the clock to 
recruit three mortal replacements 
for his own condemned soul. 

Elliott Gould, in his second 
Disney film, stars as the hapless 
sinner who strikes an unusual bargain 
with Satan's first assistant, Barney 
Satin, played in fiery fashion by Bill 
Cosby.

Two of the most familiar land- 
marks in America, perhaps in the 
world, are the fairy-tale castles of 
Fantasyland located in both Disney- 
land and Walt Disney World. 

Standing as regal entranceways 


to magical enchantment in each 
Kingdom, their ornate spires and 
turrets inspire awe and wonder which 
lure visitors from near and faraway 
lands. 

Talk about "dream castles!" 
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Sleeping Beauty Castle in Disneyland, California 


Disney designers had no prototype 
nor a definite description from either 
of the "Sleeping Beauty" or "Cinder- 
ella" stories from which to draw their 
original concepts. Indeed, some 
people may not even be aware of the 
different literary background of the 
two castles. 

The smaller one, located in 
Disneyland in California, is from 
"Sleeping Beauty,' the German story 
published by the Grimm Brothers in 
the early 1800's. Cinderella Castle 
in Walt Disney World's Magic King- 


dom, is from the famous tale written 
by French Royal Architect Charles 
Perrault 300 years ago. 

But let us begin in the beginning 
. . . in our story of each majestic 
castle. 

Cinderella Castle 

Soaring majestically toward the 
clear, Florida sky, it's a vision in grey, 
blue, and gold. At first glance, it 
seems a medieval fortress. Yet, as 
the moment passes, you are certain 
that here is a classic palace of the 


Renaissance, expressing the crafts- 
manship of an age when the arts of 
Europe flourished. Indeed, it is all 
this and more, for Cinderella Castle 
is a romantic conception of a French 
palace-fortress, so beautiful, one 
could almost-believe it was created 
with the help of a fairy godmother's 
wand. 

Although it is literally an imagi- 
nary conception, the history of Euro- 
pean castles served as its inspiration. 
The base resembles a fortress, like 

continued 
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the castles of the 12th and 13th cen- 
turies. But, as the eye wanders toward 
the towers and turrets stretching up- 
ward more than 200 feet, Cinderella 
Castle becomes lighter, more lacy 
and fairy-like — symbolizing the 
evolution from fortress to Renais- 
sance palace. 

Graceful walkways curve around 
either side of a forecourt to the castle 
entrance. A decorative portcullis, per- 
manently raised, is above the gate- 
way to the main hall. Within, five 
richly hued glass mosaic murals 
graphically retell the story of the 
poor little cinder girl who wins the 
heart of the handsome prince. 

Designed by Disney artist Doro- 
thea Redmond at WED Enterprises 
and skillfully crafted by world-famed 
mosaicist Hanns-Joachim Scharff, 
the murals took more than two years 
to complete. The five murals, each 
fifteen feet high and ten feet wide, 
contain hundreds of thousands of 
pieces of glass — many of them fused 
with silver and 14-carat gold — in 
more than a hundred colors. Both the 
smooth-faced Venetian glass and 
rough-surfaced smalti (enameled or 
glazed glass) traditionally used by 
Italian craftsmen were incorporated 
into the design. Some pieces are as 
small as a tack and were hand cut and 
shaped with a power grindstone. 

Off the foyer, a circular stair- 
case and a themed elevator take 
guests to the elegant restaurant on 


the castle's second level, King Stef- 
an's Banquet Hall. Statuary, intri- 
cately carved columns, and grinning 
gargoyles guard the entrance to the 
elaborate dining room. Inside, the 
vaulted ceiling rises to a rounded 
dome, an ornate chandelier hanging 
from its center. Stained-glass win- 
dows surround the room, creating 
rich patterns of color on the gra- 
ciously designed furniture. 

Also housed within Cinderella 
Castle, the King's Gallery merchan- 
dise shop offers guests imported 
European clocks, chess sets, hand- 
crafted jewelry and decorative gifts. 

Cinderella Castle stands proudly 
as the trademark of Walt Disney 
World ... a place where the young 
and young-at-heart alike can share 
in the romance of another world, 
another time. 

The lilting chords of a lute and 
harpsichord playing the theme, "A 
Dream is a Wish Your Heart Makes" 
can be heard inside the castle com- 
plex. One almost expects the clock on 
the castle facade to strike midnight 
conjuring up the beautiful princess 
at the ball with her coach turning 
once again into a pumpkin. But it 
does not happen. The magic is real 
and truly forever after. 

Sleeping Beauty Castle 

"In a faraway land long, long 
ago, lived a King and his Queen, 

Many years had they longed for a 
child and finally their wish was 


granted. A daughter was born'.' 

So begins the story of Sleeping 
Beauty as told in three dimensional 
scenes which visitors may view when 
they walk into the only "entrance" 
into the actual castle at Disneyland. 
The story unfolds in realistic settings 
acted out by tiny figurines telling 
the famous tale of the wicked fairy 
Maleficent, who unsuccessfully plots 
the death of the beautiful princess. 

To the right of the Disneyland 
castle, across the moat and draw- 
bridge which was lowered on the date 
the Park opened in 1955 and which 
has not been raised since, is the Cas- 
tle Candy Shoppe. A varied selection 
of candies, nuts and Disney character 
mugs is sold here. 

On the left hand side is an Arts 
and Crafts shop, offering hand carved 
wooden soldiers, Christmas carousels 
from Germany, chess sets, imported 
clocks and glass blown artifacts. 

Farther on, the Tinker Bell Toy 
Shop offers a colorful selection of 
toys, children's apparel, games and 
stuffed animals. Snow White's Adven- 
tures is a favorite attraction for small 
tots. Next door, Welch's grape and 
frozen juice bar offers refreshments 
for the thirsty. 

Also located in the wall complex 
of the castle is the Fantasyland 
Theatre where Mickey Mouse Car- 
toon Festivals are presented to guests 
free. At the water fountain just 
beyond the Fantasy Gift Fair, is an 
eye-catching mosaic featuring Sleep- 
ing Beauty and Prince Philip. 

Continuing around King Arthur's 
Carrousel, on the other side of the 
castle wall, visitors will find the Peter 
Pan magic adventure, the Mad Hatter 
hat shop and Mr. Toad's Wild Ride, a 
snack bar and Alice in Wonderland's 
purple, green and pink exterior 
setting. 

Sleeping Beauty Castle's walls 
are built of stones cut in graduated 
sizes, with the largest at the foun- 
dation and smallest at the top-most 
sentry posts. This creates a "forced 
perspective" which makes the 
castle's tallest tower of 77 feet 
appear to climb even higher into the 
California sky. 

From its heavy wooden moat to 
the gold-encrusted crowning orna- 
ments on its spires, Sleeping Beauty 
Castle is every inch the compleat 
centerpiece for the Magic Kingdom 
of Disneyland. It's the gingerbread 
icing on the cake of one man's 
dreams come true. V 
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"King Arthur's Carrousel"... 
Memories of a Childhood Visit

When Disneyland opened on July 
17, 1955, I was one of those vexatious 
children who begged immediately to 
go to the new Park, having never 
gotten over my wide-eyed wonder of 
merry-go-rounds and Ferris wheels of 
previous amusement park visits. Since 
my family lived in nearby Santa Ana, 
my wish was granted the very next day. 

Although passing time has left its 
share of dusty cobwebs in those cor- 
ners of my memory, and the clear- 
eyed vision of childhood has become 
somewhat blurred by the astigma- 
tisms of adulthood, I still recall some- 
thing of the magic of that first visit to 
the Magic Kingdom. 

To a little girl who lived in a 
dream world of knights and castles, 
dragons, handsome princes, lovely 
princesses and fairy godmothers, 
Disneyland was most certainly the 
dream turned into reality. We walked 
through the turnstiles, "leaving 
behind today and entering the world 
of yesterday, tomorrow and fantasy" 
as Walt put it so eloquently. The first 
thing I saw was that incredible fairy- 
tale castle at the end of Main Street, 
U.S.A. I was positive it was the real 
thing and must surely be the home of 
the most beautiful princess in the 
world! 

The closer we got to its draw- 
bridge, the more majestic it became 
. . . its newly-painted turrets seeming 
to rise ten stories high! And then, 
attracted by the whistling pipes of a 


steam calliope, my eyes beheld with 
five-year-old delight what appeared to 
be thundering horses galloping full 
steam out of the stable of King Arthur 
himself! Beneath a bright colored 
canopy, they pranced in an endless 
circle . . . nostrils flaring, manes and 
tails flying . . . and their mirrored 
reflections made it seem as if there 
were many more than 72 royal 
mounts! 

Since that unforgettable day, the 
King Arthur Carrousel has become a 
landmark in Fantasyland — having 
borne literally thousands of childhood 
dreams into a whirling infinity of 
delight. 

Although it took up permanent 
residence in the Magic Kingdom 
almost 25 years ago, the carrousel 
itself is more than a hundred years 
old. It was built in Toronto, Canada in 
1875, where it operated until pur- 
chased by Walt Disney for his dream 
park. The largest handmade carrousel 
of its kind, it is a Dentzel model (after 
the first American builder, Gustav 
Dentzel). 

To make this carrousel exactly 
right for the Disneyland Show, addi- 
tional horses were purchased from 
eastern amusement parks, and 
Disney's "Imagineering" team re- 
placed the immobile legs of those 
that were stationary, converting them 
all into jumpers and trotters. Today, 
there are 72 gallant hand-carved 
steeds aboard King Arthur Carrousel, 


all galloping in place with no two 
exactly alike. They are painted in soft, 
muted colors which add to the dream- 
like atmosphere of the ride. 

Fourteen-carat gold leafing pro- 
vides a shimmering richness to the 
faces of the court jesters and cupids 
that adorn the carrousel. Nine hand- 
painted scenes from Disney's 
"Sleeping Beauty" depict the classic 
story of the fairy tale princess (the one 
who lives in the Castle ... I was right, 
after all). 

My adult curiosity led to research- 
ing the unique history of carrousels 
and merry-go-rounds. Carrousels may 
bear horses, chariots, giraffes or 
whatever type vehicle or animal, or 
the carrousel may feature horses only 
. . . and horses in motion. In its original 
state, the Disneyland carrousel was a 
merry-go-round with lions, elephants 
and tigers as well as horses. But 
because of its setting near a medieval 
castle and because King Arthur never 
rode anything but a horse, only a 
carrousel of colorful mounts would 
do for Disney. 

Twenty-five years later . . . the 
castle may not seem quite as impres- 
sive to my jaded eyes, but when seen 
and remembered through the clear 
and innocent vision of a five-year-old. 
King Arthur's Carrousel still offers a 
magical journey backwards in time— 
to the fantasy days of kings and 
queens, dragons and princes, fairy 
tales and happily-ever-after. V 
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An Autumn Adventure 


It's going to be one of those 
perfect Indian summer days. You can 
tell, even at this early hour, when the 
sun's just creeping over the trees. 

You're alone with the morning, 
savoring the coolness and the quiet, 
until the rest of the campground 
wakes up to discover it and claim it 
from you. Far away, a rooster — by 
gosh, yes, a rooster— crows out a 
wake-up call for the scores still sleep- 
ing at the Walt Disney World Fort 
Wilderness Resort. 

You put a pot of coffee over the 
coals burning in the grill. The aroma 
soon bubbles out to blend with the 
scent of bacon, lazily traveling your 
way from another corner of the 
campground. 

By the time the first cup is 
poured, you hear a clanging cowbell 
that announces the arrival of the old 
"huckster truck" and the half dozen 
cinnamon buns you've been waiting 
for. Local folks around Fort Wilder- 
ness affectionately call the vehicle 
the "funny old truck!' And it is funny 
looking, with its voluminous front 
fenders, wheels with spokes, and a 
square hood adorned by a winged 
ornament (all original parts from long- 
been-gone flying Nellies). On its sides 
and around the back, wood bins hold 
the colorful displays of produce, while 
overhead, red-painted lanterns swing 
crazily with the bouncing motion of 
the truck. It possesses all of the charm 
of any well-traveled, old-time fruit 
and vegetable wagon. 

This general store-on-wheels 
makes its first tour of the day stocked 
with fresh fruits, cereals, bread, juice, 
a pound or two of coffee, and almost 
anything else you can think of. Break- 
fast won't be a disaster if you forgot 
to bring pancake syrup — because 
they've got that, too. 

The "funny old truck" appears 


again in the afternoon, this time laden 
with ice-cold watermelons, dozens of 
ears of corn (which are snatched up to 
be roasted in their husks over a bed of 
glowing coals), cool drinks, and even 
a length of garden hose for the absent- 
minded camper who left his home. 

Always, the truck makes its way 
slowly among the campsites, its straw- 
hatted driver stopping frequently to 
oblige picture-takers. 

By now, the campground is wak- 
ing up and the day begins to warm. 

The sparkle of moisture, painted on 
the leaves by the nighttime damp- 
ness, is burned away by the shafts of 
bright sunlight. 

One final cup of coffee, then it's 
time to pick up the remains of break- 
fast (except those toast crusts which 
you present to a patiently waiting grey 
squirrel), and start the day. Before 
venturing out for the day during the' 
summer months, Florida campers do 
well to remember to encase every- 
thing in their outdoor home in a 
plastic cocoon. Afternoon rain then is 
as much a certainty as the early sun- 
shine. But this is autumn, and you 
have little to think about but your 
enjoyment of the crispy, sunshine day 
ahead. Seldom do showers spoil the 
startling beauty of fall weather. 

Every day starts early in Fort 
Wilderness — and it's no wonder. 
Campers have to get up and get going 
early to squeeze in all the activities 
the 650-acre playground has to offer. 

On this morning, you decide to 
go fishing. Your spouse joins some 
"neighbors" for a bicycle ride, and the 
kids race off to reserve two spots for 
the horseback trail-ride — but you're 
not about to let anything like that dis- 
tract you from a lazy, but well-spent 
day sitting in the bottom of a canoe. 

Miles of canals meander through 
Fort Wilderness. A rented canoe takes 
you round the curves past white- 


flowering bay trees and an occasional 
twitching brown rabbit. You finally 
come to a spot that seems to resemble 
the bend that young fellow at the 
campfire last night told you was "the 
place" Well, it seems he knew what he 
was talking about, because in a matter 
of twenty minutes or so, you're 
hauling in bluegills as big as your 
hand and a five-pound bass. That's 
dinner on the table tonight! 

When you board the bus to ride 
back to your campsite, everyone 
applauds your full stringer. A weath- 
ered old gal, wearing a canvas vest 
flecked with fish scales, slides up 
close and demands the details of your 
successful expedition. "Was it shiners 
or crawlers?" she wants to know. 
"Which bend of the canal?" You just 
smile at her, and prudently decide to 
wait until your departure before dis- 
closing this precious information to 
another. You've still got another day 
to return for the big ones. 

Because Fort Wilderness supplies 
transportation (that's free) connecting 
every area of the campground, kids 
and parents can go separate ways and 
be confident they'll all get back to 
camp again for dinner. When and if 
you decide to trade in the wonders of 
nature for the wonders of the Magic 
Kingdom theme park, it's as close as a 
ten-minute boat ride. 

Fall at Fort Wilderness — The 
weather was never better and the 
atmosphere never more peaceful. 
Come late afternoon, you'll have 
those fish ready to lay into a frying 
pan and a fire waiting that will turn 
them golden-brown. 

Off in the distance, you hear that 
familiar cowbell clanging. Maybe the 
funny old truck's got a cold water- 
melon on board to finish off this 
fisherman's feast tonight. You couldn't 
ask for a better day in the wilderness. V 
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'"Disney's Wonderful World,' tele- 
vision's longest running prime-time
